A new thing in tile line of haul­ 
ing logs by steam is being success­ 
fully experimented with at Sw arfs 
camp on the Michigamme, near 
Republic.

The engine rests on four 
sleigh runners, each fourteen-inch 
surface. 
It has four drive wheels 
furnished with teeth, upon which 
steam can be kept playing, keep­ 
ing them hot, so that they will set 
into an ice road without tearing it 
up. 
It has a power estimated at 
150 horse, and is calculated to draw 
on an ordinary, logging road, from 
eight to twelve sleds, each loaded 
with from 2,000 to 3,000 feet of 
logs.

least three waters ta-fore adding them 
to the dough. 
Bake the jumbles in a 
broad, shallow tin. and mark off the 
squares with a fork before baking. 
Veal Suet Pudding (Baked or Boiled) 
—Chop one-half pound of veal suet* 
put it into a quart of rich milk, set it 
upon the fire, and. when pretty hot. 
pour ii tijvon eight ounces of bread 
crumbs, and sugar to your taste: add 
one-half pound of currants, washed and 
dried, and three well beaten eggs; put 
it into a floured cloth or buttered dish, 
and either boil or bake it in an hour. 
Boiled Onions—Peel the onions stand­ 
ing over the tire. or throw them into 
boiling water, as this will prevent their 
hurt ng the eyes. 
Put them into plen­ 
ty of w ell salted boiling water, and let 
them I>oiI gently for an hour and a half 
or two hours, or until so tender that 
they would easily mash up. Drain them 
and serve either plain, in gravy, or 
tossed in a little butter in a stewpan 
over the lire. 
Fried Chicken—Cut the chicken up 
carefully, severing each joint; salt and 
pepper and roll iii flour: have three or 
four tablespoonfuls of hot butter or lard 
in the frying pan. put in the chicken, 
cover tightly and fry slowly for one 
hour or longer, being careful to turn it 
when the under side becomes a rich 
brown; five minutes before taking from 
the stove add one-fourth pint hot water, 
cover tightly and let steam, take upon a 
hot platter, and make gravy as for oth­ 
er meat. 
Boston Plum Pudding—One loaf of 
baker’s bread, cut in thin slices and but­ 
tered: butter the pan well; put a layer 
of bread and of raisins, a little cinna­ 
mon. nutmeg and sugar; then a laver 
of buttered bread, and continue until 
the pan is full: put milk enough around 
it to soak it one night; cover it with a 
plate to keep it down; before putting 
it into the oveu, beat into it from three 
to seven eggs. according to the size of 
the pudding, and add milk enough to 
have it moist, but not to have it run 
over in the oven; add also a little wine 
or brandy. 
Serve with brandy sauce. 


MINNESOTA LEGISLATURE. 


Synopsis of tke Proceedings of tbs Banate sad 
Hm m . 


S e n a t e .— The m ost im portant bill intro­ 
duced in the senate was th a t by Senator 
Pope, jiroviding for a soldiers’ home, 
The 
Gill was drafted by the com m ittee of the 
G rand Army of the st ate, and represents 
their views in detail. The bill is quite long. 
and m ost of ithasbeen jiublished before. It 
provides for an appropriation of $100,000 
for grou ads a rid bu i Id i ngs$ 15. OOO to Ive paid 
out this year. Seven commissioners are 
.to be ajipointed by the governor, three of 
whom shall serve three, two four years aud 
two six years; and after the exjaration of 
six years the term of the new couuuiHHion- 
ers shall be six years each. The coinniM- 
sioners are to locate a home and provide 
the necessary grounds, the tit© not to cost 
more than $10,0044. 
Senator Bowen offered

Tile senator w ants a special 
com m ittee of five senators to inquire into 
the m anner of railroad discrim ination iii 
regard to freight 
and passenger rates,

pointe outside, and w ants the com m ittee 
empowered to send for jiersons and j>a- 
jiers, and m at* 'a thorough investigation 
of all the alleged evils in this connection, 
and to employ a stenograjdier to take a 
full report, the committee to recommend 
legislation necessary. Senator 
Edwards 
moved to send the resolution to the rail­ 
road committee. 
Benator H oard introduced a bill a t the 
instance of the state board of regents, j>ro- 
v id ing for the sail of the fruit farm a t Min­ 
netonka; of the proceeds $20,000 are to be 
applied to the university fund to im prove 
the library, aud the rem ainder to bo tu rn ­ 
ed into the state treasury. The farm cost 
$5,000 originally, arid was bought byG qv. 
Pillsbury. who turned it over to the state. 
It is now worth $50,000, and it is thought 
th a t sum ran lie realized from it. 
Senator Hi son, chairm an of the grain and 
warehouse comm ittee, introduced a bill 
which provides th a t all railroad companies 
shall tran sp o rt freight a t reasonable rates, 
and send it by such routes as the shipper 
may direct.

It also protect* the large farmers 
who ship their own wheat by the car load 
Mr. Donnelly’s bill proposes th at the countv 
commissioners of each county shall appoint
